The Public Health Act for On- 
tario covers certain things in re- 
gard to housing, but a good muni- 
cipal by-law is really necessary in 
order to outline the amount of 
space per person, lighting. ventil- 
ation and sanitary facilities. 

Among other thing» most bous- 
ing by-laws prohibit the use of 
basements for apartments, stipu- 
ilates the height of walls, window 
space, and air space needed for 
sleeping quarters, all of which are 
pertinent to health and comfort. 
Many health authorities think that 
good housing is one of the most im- 
portant requirements in regard to 
publie health and at the present 
time one of the most difficult to 
look after. Section 78 of the Public 
Heath Act reads—"Any condition 
existing in any locality which is 
or may become injurious of dani 
erous to health or prevent or hind- 
er in any tanner the suppression 
of disease shall be deemed a nuis- 
ance within the meaning of this 
act." and Section T9 (b) outlines 
what fs a nuisance in regard to 
housing as "any house or part of a 
house so overcrowded as to be in- 
furious or dangerous to health of 
the inmates or in which insuffi- 
cient air space is allowed for each 
inmate to comply with tbe regul- 
ations.” From these it will be seen

The owner of every premises 
muat supply to the occupier a suf- 
ficiency of water.

There 
are, of course, many homes in the 
country which have no inside con- 
veniences, and some of the out- 
houses are not kept very clean
